Farm relief legislation drafted

J,oday in th e senate with th e in­ 
troduction of a surplus control 
measure by Senator McNary , Re­ 
publican, of Oregon. 
It establish es^ à federal farm 
board with a fund of $300,000,000 
to assist proposed 
stabilization 
corporations 
in 
th e 
orderly 
marketing of crops th rough th e 
with h olding of surpluses 
from 
th e market. 
Senator McNary , th e ch airman 
of th e senate agriculture com­ 
mittee and 
co-auth or 
of 
th e 
twice vetoed 
McNary -Haugei: 
bill, left out of th e measure th e 
controversial equalization 
fee 
provision. 
-Th e bill," h e ex plained in a 
statement, -includes th e 
prin­ 
cipal features of 
th e McNary - 
Haugen bill with out th e equali­ 
zation fee. But th e new measure 
is more th an th e old bill 
with 
th e controversial fee 
section 
stricken out. It includes not on­ 
ly th ose 
basic 
provisions 
of 
farm relief th at h ave won 
th e 
support of farm leaders in gen­ 
eral, but also 
th e 
recommen­ 
dation of secretary Jardine and 
oth er 
administration 
leaders, 
togeth er with th e surplus con­ 
trol legislation premised in th e 
lennbiican platform.” 
Th e farm 
board 
would 
be 
composed of th e 
secretary 
of 
agriculture and 
six members, 
th ree republicans and th ree de­ 
mocrats, to be appointed by th e 
president with th e advice 
and 
consent of th e senate. 
Th e board is empowered to 
organize advisory councils for 
any 
comodity , 
selecting 
th e 
seven members of th e council 
from persons nominated by th e 
cooperative marketing associa­ 
tions and producers commis­ 
sions. 
AfteM h e organization of an 
advisory council for a 
commo­ 
dity th e federal board would be 
empowered to certify a stabili­ 
zation corporation for th a t com­ 
modity , to be organized under 
th e law of any state. All voting 
stock or membersh ip interests in 
th e corporation must be h eld by 
cooperative marketing 
associa­ 
tions or producers h andling th e 
commodity involved. 
Th ese 
corporations 
would 
h ave auth ority to act as a m ar­ 
keting agent for its members 
and to purch ase sell or market 
any quantity of th e agricultural 
commodity or its products eith er 
from members or in 
th e open 
market at prevailing prices. 
Under th e plan, crop surpluses 
would be h andled by th e cor­ 
porations th rough loans from 
th e federal board but no 
loss 
would be paid for th e treasury 
of th e United tates.

nation’s naval 
strength ; gave h is views on ri­ 
vers and 
h arbors 
legislation, 
Boulder Dam, Muscle Sh oals, im­ 
migration and a diversity of sub­ 
jects. 
Like th e president, th e con­ 
gress. wh ich received 
th e mes­ 
sage will go out of office with in 
th e nex t few month s, and even 
as h is message was read, con­ 
sideration of a special session 
was on among perty leaders.

Again h owever, th e king’s 
doctors reiterated th e disquiet­ 
ing ph rase th at anx iety concern­ 
ing th e king’s h eart m ust con­ 
tinue. Th e bulletin signed by Sir 
Stanley Hewett and Lord Daw~ 
son of Penn, read: 
“Th e king h as passed a quieter 
nigh t. Th ough anx iety concern­ 
ing h is h eart m ust continue, th e 
improvement noted last evening 
is so far 
satisfactorily m ain­ 
tained.” 
Every th ing would appear 
to 
center now in th e question 
as 
to w h eth er th e king’s 
h eavily 
tax ed h eart would stand 
th e 
strain imposed by a fortnigh t’s 
grievous illness. It is understood 
th a t th e present condition m igh t 
continue for some time w ith out a 
m aterial ch ange. 
London medical ex perts were 
of th e opinion th a t undoubtedly 
th e adm inistration of ox y gen to 
th e king was for th e purpose of 
relieving th e strain on h is h eart 
and th a t it need not be regarded 
as a sensational step.

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BUILDING TO RESIST CYCLONES 
Structural damage to buildings by tornadoes 
and loss of life incident thereto, may be avoided 
or reduced by designing buildings so that they 
can more readily resist 
internal pressure, de­ 
clares L. V. Teesdale, of the United States De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture. 
Property damage to buildings by tornadoes 
may be divided into two classes — that caused 
by the explosive effect and that caused by flying 
debris. 
The explosive effect, usually the most 
serious, occurs as a result of a difference in a t­ 
mospheric pressure set up by a tornado between 
the inside and the outside of a building. 
The 
sudden drop in external air pressure produces 
an internal pressure which frequently results in 
the blowing out of some portion of the building. 
It is possible to relieve the internal pressure 
I of air thus set up in a building by providing 
automatic vents in it,” says Mr. Teesdale. ‘‘Ob­ 
servations made indicate that from 10 to 15 per 
cent of the outside walls and a similar area in 
the roof should be vented. 
There are a num­ 
ber of methods by which this could be done. If 
a sufficient number of windows or panels were 
designed so that they would open outward from 
internal pressure the necessary venting could 
be accomplished. 
Special windows 
equipped 
with hardware which would work on the same 
principle as the panic bolts used on exit doors in 
theatres would do the trick. 
Hinged panels for 
use in the spaces between windowsills and floors 
or elsewhere in the side walls of a building is an­ 
other venting possibility. 
Roofs may be vented 
by automatic dormer windows, by special sky­ 
lights, or by hinged ro6f panels,” he stated.

USES OF CLAY PROFITABLE. 
In the poetry of speech the word “clay” is 
used to describe the earth in .general. Shakes­ 
peare spoke of Caesar “as dead and turned to 
clay.” 
The poet Wordsworth wrote, 
regarding 
the burial of a man: 
“And, without sorrow, will this ground receive 
That venerable clay.” 
Clay is a kind of soil or a mud produced by 
the wearing down of rocks. 
In some of its num ­ 
erous conditions it is very valuable. 
It is used 
in Potters clay, works of art, for building pur­ 
poses, fire proofing, 
clay-pipes, and 
countless 
other things. 
Interesting figures about ordinary clay used 
for industrial purposes have been supplied by the 
government. 
The average price of clay sold by producers 
in the United States in 19 27 it seems amounted 
to $3.56 a ton, and the total output was valued 
at $13,69 7,159 . 


COVERS FOR BIRDS. 
While a farm er could not be expected 
to 
sacrifice considerable tracts for the sake of hav­ 
ing game, unless for commercial raising, the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, says 
he can help the game situation by leaving patches 
of cover on fence rows or provide cover on land 
not suitable for cultivation because of the char­ 
acter of the soil or other conditions. 
In the case of cover for domestic birds, such 
plants as rose, sumac, blueberry, bearberry, buf- 
faloberry, snowberry, dwarf birch, and alder are 
recommended. 
The ruffled grouse thrives among 
scrub oak, bayberry,, rose, sumac, dwarf birch, 
alder, 
poplar, willow 
and such 
fruit-bearing 
plants as partridge berry, hawthorn, shrubby

BUILDING TO RESIST CYCLONES 


Structural damage to buildings by tornadoes 


and loss of life incident thereto, may be avoided 
or reduced by designing buildings so that they 
can more readily resist internal pressure, de- 
clares L. V. Teesdale, of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Property damage to buildings by tornadoes 


may be divided into two classes — that caused 
by the explosive effect and that caused by flying 
debris. 
The explosive effect, usually the most 


serious, occurs as a result of a difference in at- 
mospheric pressure set up by a tornado between 
the inside and the outside of a building. The 
sudden drop in external air pressure produces 
an internal pressure which frequently results in 
the blowing out of some portion of the building. 


It is possible to relieve the internal pressure 


j of air thus set up in a building by providing 
automatic vents in it," says Mr. Teesdale. "Ob- 
servations made indicate that from 10 to 15 per 
cent of the outside walls and a similar area in 
the roof should be vented. There are a num- 
ber of methods by which this could be done. If 
a sufficient number of windows or panels were 
designed so that they would open outward from 
internal pressure the necessary venting could 
be accomplished. 
Special windows equipped 


with hardware which would work on the same 
principle as the panic bolts used on exit doors in 
theatres would do the trick. Hinged panels for 
use in the spaces between windowsills and floors 
or elsewhere in the side walls of a building is an- 
other venting possibility. Roofs may be vented 
by automatic dormer windows, by special sky- 
lights, or bV hinged ro&f panels," he stated.

USES OF CLAY PROFITABLE. 


In the poetry of speech the word "clay" is 


used to describe the earth in-general. Shakes- 
peare spoke of Caesar "as dead and turned to 
clay." 
The poet Wordsworth wrote, regarding 


the burial of a man: 


"And, without sorrow, will this ground receive 
That venerable clay." 
Clay is a kind of soil or a mud produced by 


the wearing down of rocks. In some of its num- 
erous conditions it is very valuable. It is used 
in Potters clay, works of art, for building pur- 
poses, fire proofing, clay-pipes, and 
countless 


other things. 


Interesting figures about ordinary clay used 


for industrial purposes have been supplied by the 
government. 


The average price of clay sold by producers 


in the United States in 1927 it seems amounted 
to 53.56 a ton, and the total output was valued 
at $13,697,159. 


COVERS FOR BIRDS. 


While a farmer could not be expected 
to 


sacrifice considerable tracts for the sake of. hav- 
ing game, unless for commercial raising, the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, says 
he can help the game situation by leaving patches 
of cover on fence rows or provide cover on land 
not suitable for cultivation because of the char- 
acter of the soil or other conditions. 


In the case of cover for domestic birds, such 


plants as rose, sumac, blueberry, bearberry, buf- 
faloberry, snowberry, dwarf birch, and alder are 
recommended. The ruffled grouse thrives among 
scrub oak, bayberry,. rose, sumac, dwarf birch, 
alder, poplar, willow and such fruit-bearing 
plants as partridge berry, hawthorn, shrubby
